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YETBRiN BURNS TO DEATH 


BODY COIf SDMED BY FLAMES 


WITH HOUSE. 


The Neighbors Do Hot Believe it 


Wat Foul PUy But 


Was Accidental. 


Ellas Stelnour, a veteran of the Civil 


War, was burned to death at about 6 
o'clock on last Wednesday morning. 
He lived in house of Mrs. Keckler, on 
the Taneytown road a mile south of 
Gettysburg, directly opposite the tool 
house of the United States. The first 
neighbors to reach the house were C. 
B. Hoffman, living but a short dis- 
tance away, in adjoining 
property, 


next to town and George Fissel, living 
on Pleasanton 
Avenue. When the 


neighbors arrived at the house, the 
fire was confined to the kitchen. They 
pounded on the sides of the house and 
called Mr. Steinour, but could not see 
into the kitchen. They tried the 
kitchen door and found it locked and 
bursting it open were prevented from 
entering by the flames and smoke that 
met them. In a short time the flames 
spread over the dwelling and it was 
quickly consumed. 
Ellas Steinour was a pensioner and 


it was known that he had $60 in a 
purse which he carried and he had told 
his neighbors that lie was going on a 
visit on Wednesday 
morning 
and 


would be absent about two days. He 
had complained of not feeling well the 
night before. He had been living alone 
for several months but had arranged 
to get a housekeeper about April 1st. 
The fact of the money he was known 
to have about him aroused suspicions 
of foul play. 


As soon as the fire had died down so 


as to permit a search of the ruins, the 
neighbors went at an 
investigation. 


On the east side of the kitchen was a 
large chimney, in front of which stood 
the stove. In the northeastern corner 
of the kitchen near the chimney stood 
a bunk upon which he slept. In this 
corner was found the body covered 
with bedding and plaster. In uncov- 
ering the body it was discovered that 
the trunk of body had been more pro- 
tected than the legs and arms and 
these members had been burnt off. 
They were later found in the ruins. 
In the search the remains of a lan- 
tern was found near the bunk where 
Mrr-Stfcin<mr- slept »nd also tha cl*«pe- 
of his pocketbook and these circum 
stances with fact of the locked door 
have led the neighborhood to believe 
that the fire was accidental, starting 
from the lantern or stove, the point 
at which the fire seemed to start and 
•was burning fiercest when discovered. 


About three years ago the wife of 


Elias Steinour, who was Clara Little 
of this place, died from burns. She 
had swept off top of a hot stove with 
a broom and latter taking fire had 
set fire to her clothes and she was so 
severely burnt that death followed 
shortly afterwards. 


The body of Ellas Steinour was 


brought to the Post Room in this place 
and the funeral was held last Thurs- 
day afternoon, interment being made 
in the National Cemetery. He leaves 
one brother, Cornelius Steinour of But- 
ler township. 
There was no insurance 


on the property owned by Mrs. Keck- 
ler, in which Mr. Steinour had been 
living. 


D*. JOHN PETER HECHT. a graduate 


of Gettysburg College in class of 1877, 
and well known to many of our people 
being one of a number of his class 
who were popular both in college and 
town, died on Monday of last week 
under tragic circumstances, giving his 
life to save that of a railroader. Dr. 
Hecht has been living at Somerville, 
N. J., for the past twenty-five years. 
Early on Monday morning, Feb. 12, a 
freight train on the Jersey Central 
Railroad slowed down and came to a 
stop 15 miles west of Somerville and 
the fireman discovered the engineer 
on floor of his cab with his head badly 
battered. It is believed he was lean- 
ing out of the cab window when his 
head came in contact with an abut- 
ment of an overhead bridge. Before 
falling the engineer shut off the throt- 
tle and the train coasted 12 miles 
down grade to the point where it stop- 
ped. The fireman uncoupled engine 
and with the unconscious 
engineer 


made a fast run to Somerville. Dr. 
John Peter Hecht was called to treat 
the engineer. He climbed inthe cab 
and found that the engineer's head had 
been injured in a manner that made 
immediate operation necessary to save 
his life. Dr. Hecht called for an am- 
bulance from the hospital, but the am- 
bulance was locked in a livery stable 
and the night attendant could not be 
aroused by telephone. There was a de- 
lay of more than an hour before the 
ambulance arrived and during the 
long wait Dr. Hecht showed much anx- 
iety for the fate of his patient and con- 
tinued to climb in and out of the en- 
gine cab in his efforts to keep the man 
alive and at the same time hasten the 
nmbulance by telephoning 


Dr. Hecht called on Dr. William H. 


Long, another local physician, to be in 
readiness to assist him in an opera- 
tion on engineer as soon as he arrived 
at the hospital. Dr. I-ong was picked 
up by the ambulance while on its way 
lo the hospital. When the physicians 
alighted from the ambulance at the 
entrance to the hospital Dr. Hecht 
staggered and was about to fall. Dr. 
Long went to his assistance and found 
him breathing hard 
"I can scarcely 


breathe," gasped Dr. Hecht, placing 
his hand on his throat. Dr. Long as- 
sisted him to the operating room and 
was about to administer a stimulant 
•when the stricken physician expired In 
his arms. It is believed that hi* death 
resulted from heart disease, aggravat- 


ed by the exertion and exposure dur 
ing the night in behalf of his patient. 
Dr. Hecht was 54 years old and a 
bachelor. He had practiced in Somer- 
ville and neighboring towns for more 
than a quarter of a century, and was 
widely known. He leaves a mother, 
two brothers and two sisters, who re- 
side in Reading. Pa. He left instruc- 
tions that his body be cremated. 


REV. 
ISAIAH SI>KEXKI.E. one of 
the 


best known Reformed Mennonite min- 
isters in Southern Pennsylvania, died 
in Waynesboro last Thursday aged 76 
years, 6 months and 22 days. He had 
been in failing health since last Oc- 
tober. He was a man of exceptionally 
strong character, great piety and a fer- 
>ent preacher. He was bom in Adams 
county in 1835. His parents had mov- 
ed Into this county from York county. 
Rev. Sprenkle was reared on the farm 
of his parents in this county and se- 
cured a good common school educa- 
tion. In 1S54 he 
county to teach 
went to Franklin 
school. Later 
he 


taught in Adams county and in 1860- 
61 taught the male school in Emmits- 
burg. In 1864 he removed to Franklin 
county to take up farming and for 3« 
vears successfuly followed this occu- 
pation until he retired and moved to 
Waynesboro. He was ordained a min- 
ister in the Mennonite faith in 1884 
and preached frequently in churches 
in F'ranklin and Lancaster counties 
and in Baltimore. He is survived by- 
eight daughters and three sons living 
in or near Waynesboro. He is also 
survived by one brother and three sis- 
ters, among latter Mrs. Caroline Crea

When Mr. Knox took hold 
of her she fought his efforts to beat 
out the flames and to wrap a rug about 
her. 
More than once she broke away 


from him, trying to back into the cel- 
lar and went into the house. Under 
the table in the house the little Trim- 
mer children had crawled in fright. 
Mi-. Knox followed the woman from 
one point to another fighting the 
flames until me fire was out. Then 
he carried her out of the house which 
was on fire. He returned at once into 
the house and put out the fire which 
had consumed part of tne carpet and 
part of the cover ou the table under 
which the children had -taken refuge. 
In the struggle to save the woman, 
children and house, the flesh was com- 
pletely burned from his hands and it 
will be a long time before the new 
skin forms and he recovers sufficiently 
to go to work. His heroism certainly 
deserves recognition.

period of years. Mr. Oswald in stat- 
ing the merits of the materials, said 
asphalt was almost noiseless in sum- 
mer but in winter was equally as noisy 
as brick, and that in many cities where 
asphalt had but recently been used, 
the gutters were being cut out on ac- 
count of the rot and brick substituted. 
AS the Gettysburg Brick Plant is said 
to manufacture one of the best vitrifi- 
ed bricks in this country and ought to 
be able to supply the town at an ad- 
vantageous rate, it would be well for 
the council to exhaustingly study the 
question, and visit other places where 
first class streets of all kinds can be 
found before deciding the question of 
the material.

Friday Morning. 


Tlie devotional exercises were con- 


ducted by Prof. C. F. Sanders and the 
singing was led by Jrvin L. Taylor. 
The first address was Dr. S. B. Weber 
of State College on subject, "Improv- 
ing the Rural School." He said out 
of 30.000 teachers in the state there are 
•wore than 11,000 teaching on a pro- 
Tisional certificate and the code had 
taken care of the rural school by pro 
vlding that a teacher cannot teach 
under a provisional certificate more 
than five jears. The teacher who 
teaches 
without coming in contact 


•with the up-to-date methods is stag- 
nating. 
The city is going into the 


country and taking away the efficient 
teachers. In New York State where 
teachers had 8 years of elementary 
•work, 4 of High School and 2 in Nor- 
mal they were not able to receive in 
that State over $400 a year and went 
to 
southeastern 
Pennsylvania and 


New Jersey where they could receive 
from $500 to $700 a year. I am plead- 
ing for the rural boy and girl that 
they be given the best of teachers and 
we can't iiave tnat unless we improve 
the supervision and give the rural 
schools teachers who have something 
else and better than a provisional cer- 
tificate. 
In a few years under the 


code when we have new kind of build- 
ings, new kind of equipment and new 
kind of teacher in efficiency, we will 
see a very rapid advance in the re- 
sults to our schools. Take a teacher 
receiving $40 a mouth for 7 months 
and deduct her boarding, and all ex- 
penses, if she has been frugal and eco- 
nomical she may have $90 to live on 
during the idle 5 months. If 
the 


board expects her to go away to a 
summer school she will have less than 
$50 for a year's work. We are spend- 
ing $13 a head on the rural school 
children and in the towns and cities 
$33. Each ought to have equal oppor- 
tunities and when we are spending 
billions on tobacco, alcohol and beer, 
we ought to be able to spend more on 
the children. I want to plead today 
for the same educational opportuni- 
ties for the rural girl and boy as for 
the city girl and boy. 


At this poiut I. JL. Taylor was nomi- 


nated and elected to the office of audi- 
tor. 


"Economy in School Affairs" was 


subject of Supt. Ueed B. Teitncks ad- 
dress. There is DO subject more in- 
teresting to the director than economy. 
We often practice false economy. We 
have made marvelous progress aud 
sometimes it seems that we fail to 
realize what has been done and what 
are the demands of those wbo will do 
the world's work. 1 think it Is a 
splendid thing for a man once iu 
while to contemplate what be came 
from, and then times he is living in ! 
and tbe future ahead. Do you remem- 
ber tbe poor bouses you lived In, tbe 
poor small school houses you went to, 


~>4he poor books, tbe four months term 


Jiud then realize how we bave come to 
a seven month term aud better service 
yet we are scarcely abreast of tbe 
times. There are directors with tbe 
ideas that tbey were chosen to save 
money, be is elected to spend money

Tiis hand to any kind of work but that 
time is past. We are in an age of 
specialties and the school and parents 
must provide the child with the op- 
portunity for development along lines

is the

school if the surroundings are correct. 
It conforms to the family, if you let 
your best teacher go there will be the 
same result If you let your best hand 
on the farm go. In city schools when 
a teacher makes good, he or she stays 
on but in the country there is change 
from one school to another with a re- 
culting loss in efficiency. In some dis- 
tricts the directors do not purchase 
the books until the very last moment 
and then the schools often run weeks 
-without books. This is a waste, a 
tfalse economy. I have known teachers 
to fall in their work because not ade- 
quately supplied. If you exercise good 
discretion in placing teachers you can 
eliminate

This asset 
must be trained to do the State and 
world's work and so react on their en- 
vironment.

fined education as "so you can read 
the sign l>oards at the cross-roads so 
as to tell which way to go" and If af- 
ter cross-roads you insert "of life" it 
is a good definition. We are training 
the boys and girls of today in the 
practical arts of life so to better fit 
them for the world in which they Jive. 
School is making education a practi- 
cal thing, translating theories into 
practical uses.

In Pitt-sburg where 
a large play ground had been built, 
the speaker asked a policeman what 
had been the effect of the play ground 
to receive the reply, "I haven't pulled 
a darned kid for months. 


Friday Afternoon. 


Dr. J. George Becht devoted him 


self to subject "The Directors' Privi- 
lege." saying, we often speak of the 
directors' 
duty 
and responsibilities 


and I think the expenditure of forty- 
rvvo million dollars throughout 
the 


State ought to be considered a privi- 
lege. 1 know of no more vital privi- 
lege than the selection of a teacher. 
Xo ulterior purposes should control, 
on!v what is best for welfare of the 
child. The development of the rural 
schools will come by making the 
school more practical. How we cling 
to tradition, even in school books 
Compound partnership was kept in 
our arithmetics 150 years after it had 
passed out of existence. The modern 
movement is to make education prac- 
tical, making the child able to do 
something and it is part of the mis- 
sion of the director to preach the edu- 
cation 
practical. Wholesome 
fair 


minded criticism ought to be welcom- 
ed but public clamor is uncalled for. 
Promote community life for it will im- 
prove conditions. We need larger free- 
dom of discussion, larger measure of 
social life. It ought to be possible for 
5 directors and ten teachers in a dis- 
trict to revolutionize things. 
The} 


ought to be large enough to eliminate 
jealousies and stand for joy, life and 
hope, and help their communities. The 
directors by co-operation can help the 
teachers aud boys and girls by saying 
the right thing and doing the right 
thing. Success means sacrifice. You 
never saw any man successful with- 
out sacrifice. The joy of living is sac- 
rifice. The abundant life only comes 
by losing. To find a larger life you 
must lose the smaller life, you must 
pour out your lives into the little ones 
and so become immortal. A word of 
encouragement is always worth while. 
It should be the privilege of the direc- 
tor to find the joy in his work and 
pursue it. 


The collection of Thursday evening 


was reported at $14.29, and of it $4.29 
was handed to the janitor and balance 
turned in to the association treasury. 


Dr. S. E. Weber's concluding ad- 


dress to the association was on "Con- 
solidation of Schools," and he ventur- 
ed the opinion that there was a train- 
ing to be had in the rural school that 
was not to be had in the city school. 
The country boy has an opportunity 
to develop originality, resourcefulness 
and determination that the city boy- 
does not have. There is a waste of 
energy going on in the rural school 
that must be got rid of. A pupil is 
carried to a certain point in a book 
by the end of the year, a few chapters 
short of the required number;—but 
because the required work has not 
been covered, he is obliged. to go all 
over the same work the next year. 
That is waste. In a district where 
there are seven schools each paying 
$40 and teaching 115 children, it 
ought to be possible to change to a 
central school with 4 teachers paying 
$60 and have a graded school giving 
far better results and with less waste. 
A county superintendent is able to 
give a central school more of his time 
than to the isolated schools. In the 
latter school the teacher has to teach 
from «5 to 40 recitations varying from 
1 1-2 to 10 minutes. 
In a central 


school the recitations would be from 
20 to 40 minutes. 


There would be a gay-ing in supplies 


of all kinds iu the central school. If 
you have a central school tbe children 
will want to complete the graded 
work and go to a high school. You 
would be building an educational lad- 
der reaching from the rural school to 
tbe Normal school. If Agriculture is 
to be tauight, shall tbe girl teaching 
for the flrst time teach it Iu tbe iso- 
lated school or by more efficient and 
bettet trained teachers iu a central 
school. At such central school agri- 
culture could be taught by ex peri* 
meuts and the result would be a better 
rural life and better fanning. If we 
can bring to the farm the central 
school we can keep the country child 
on the farm, and give him an environ- 
ment that will be for his uplift. 


The concluding address "A Good 


School Director" was by Supt. Reed 
B. Teitrick. A good director la a man 
with a program, a man who knows 
what he is going to do. As you return 
to your home* take stock of your 
school, put down some definite thing 
that you tbiuk ought to be accomplish- 
ed. If things are not as good as they 
outht to be in your district whose 
fault is it but youn. You levy the 
taxes, decide all questions, no school 
can aUrt except you say so, not a 
wheel can turn unless you turn it. I 
would like you to realize as never be- 
fore that a director (• a man with a 
program of something to do.

How to Tell [f the Peaches are 


• Injured. 


A prominent peach grower iu West- 


em Pennsylvania wrote to Prof. II. A. 
Surface, State Zoologist, UarriabutK, 
for information concerning tbe effects 
of the recent cold weather on the 
peach crop. The reply wan ae follows: 


"All 
peach buds which I have ex- 


amined from several counties, were 
killed, excepting one lot received from 
tbe Cumberland Valley. In this there 
were euougb alive to insure * fail 
crop. 


it is not a difficult matter for peach 


growers to determine uow whether or 
not their buds are killed. This 10 done 
by cutting open the large round blos- 
som buds, being sure to cut to tbe cen- 
tre, whether thiccut is made by split- 
ting! hem length wise or cutting across. 
If tbe bud is alive a very small green 
thread reacnitur to the pistil will be 
seen there iu tbe centre iu its natural 
liiiut greeu color. If tbe bud is injur 
ed, the ecu t re will be fouud to be 
browu or black. It is so easy for a 
person to determine this for himself 
vveu without the use of a microscope^ 
that each peach grower should ex- 
amine at least one thousand bude 
taken from different parts of his own 
orchard. 


Iu examining tuis number he should 


keep a record of the exact number 
found alive. If live per cent, or fifty 
iu one thousand are fouud alive, it 
will be euoUKh to insure a fair crop, 
although 1 would prefer ten per cent 
alive. Duriuga normal season a far 
lower percentage than this will be 
found uninjured, but as a rule nearly 
all our fruit trees set far more buds 
tbau is best for I be trees for tbe pro- 
duction of flrst el as- fruit. 


It must bf> remembered that twigs 


cau be brought into tbe house aud 
kept iu tbe warm aud fairly moist at- 
uuosphere, aud tbey will bloom even 
tbougb tbe fruit germ itself is destroy- 
ed. Also, tbe blossoms will open on 
tbe trees in their proper season, but 
the fruit may have been fct'lwLby tue_ 
cold weather. Tbe appearance of'a. 
blossom does not mean the setting of 
fruit. The best time to make a gener- 
al examination without loss of time is 
when tbe blossoms are open, as one 
cau then quickly go from one tree to 
another, look into tbe blossoms aud 
see if tbe center is greeu or brown. 
However, 
practical 
fruit 
growers 


should at this date make examination 
of their buds aud decide whether or 
uot tbey will bave a fair crop from the 
present prospects. If they find them 
practically all killed, this is tbe season 
to commence to prune back, as you 
say, in order to produce an abundance 
of new wood growth this coming sum- 
mer, which will set fruit buds for tbe 
next year's crop 
Especial I v where 


trees bave become too high-headed, or 
wbere there are central stems cut out 
to make modern open-headed trees, or 
wbere there is too much old wood or 
too dense growth, the pruning will be 
a great benefit. Of course, this should 
be combined with proper cultivation 
and fertilization or feeding the trees. 
If this is done the coming period of 
scant peach production can be turned 
iuto partial fruitful ness iu the increas- 
ed crop for tbe following year."

Story of the no Days 


Trip Around the 


World. 


Samuel M, Buehiuau, president of 


the first National Bank of Uettysburg 
reached Ban Francisco ou scheduled 
time and It la expected will remain iu 
Pasadena, Caliloruia until winter has 
departed frou: the old home place 
The tour of the world takeu by Mr 
Bushman la most graphically describ- 
ed by one of the passengers iu a paper 
aent the COMPILER by Mr. liushuiau. 


With wide-open eyes that have 


watched the panorama of a world u» 
folded across 22,000 miles of sea aud 
laud, the 534 passengers of the Ham- 
burg American cruisiug ship Cleve- 
land are agaiu under the American 
flag. To lour out of every hve this 
means a return to homeland and home 
after an absence of uearly four tnoutha; 
to the fifth it uieauBoue more uui'auiil- 
iar laud to be passed iu review before 
sailing for the Fatherland iu Europe. 
It is difficult to kuow which is more 
to be envied -tbe homecoiuers or the 
visitors. 


'Jhe Cleveland sailed from New 


York ou October 21 ou its long voyage 
of 110 days around the world, with 
Captain Oempwol.' ou the bridge. 
This ship has made the circuit before, 
but this is the first time that the cruise 
has been conducted by the Haiuburg- 
American Company itself, aud so the 
voyage rnarKS a new epoch iu that 
part of the history ot navigation which 
records tbe operations of this line's 
fleet of 171 ocean steamers 


It has oeeu a remarkable trip and a 


remarkably successful one, fur even 
the weather man has remained iu a 
Congenial tuood 
it lias not beeu nec- 


essary to nail the dishes to tbe tables 
on account of stormy weather uor to 
flush the vessel with water lo prevent 
spontaneous combustion while passing 
through the tropical belt 
The dread- 


ed passage of the Bed Sea aud of the 
Indian Ocean was made in weather 
that was little worse than balmy, aud 
neither the China Sea nor tbe Sea of 
Japan was the brooding-place of ty- 
phoon while the Cleveland glided 
through its waters. There have been 
very few days indeed when the pas- 
sengers might not remain comfortable 
ou the spacious promenade decks. 


It has been a wonderful wond that 


this party of Americans aud Euro- 
peans have seen as they have swung 
around the great circle.. First came 
Madiera, with its flowers and its fam- 
ous wine aud its equally famous laces. 
Then Gibraltar rose up out of the sea, 
grand aud gray aud ominous against 
the Kuvetubersky. In striking con- 
trast was the sunny shore of the 
French Riviera, with drives iu the 
moonlight around Villefrauche and 
Nice and a little cautious flirting with 
the roul«tte wheel—which many of 
the passengers viewed with the same 
awe that one bestows upon a circular 
saw iu motion, 


On a glorious morning, with the 


prow of the great ship pointed toward 
a carmine sky, the statue of DeLesseps 
at Port Said came into view and the 
West was uow iu tbe East. .Instead of 
slowly creeping through the 8uez 
Canal, the passengers here took train 
for Cairo and sojourned in the city 
that never wearies and the land that 
is so old that the passiug years add 
little to its antiquity. Rejoining the 
ship at Sue/, the other end of the 
canal, they headed for the farther 
East. 


Bombay, the commercial capital of 


the great empire of British India, was 
the next port. Here ae they drove 
through streets packed with human- 
ity', tbe travelers saw mankind iu tbe 
mass and met the odors as wtll as tbe 
sights of the Orient; here also and 
only here they saw that strangest of 
all tbe methods of disposing of the 
dead—the Parsee "towers of silence" 
upon which were perching flocks of 
sleek vultures patiently awaiting the 
arrival of the next body within their 
weird banqueting ball. 


At Bombay the party split up iuto 


:emporary groups to visit different 
parts of the empire. Some went with 
the Cleveland 
to 
Ceylon—"where 


;very prospect pleases, and ouly man 
is vile " Some went only to Agra, to 
seethe world's greatest tomb, the iu- 
:ooiparable Taj Mahal. Some went 
ouly to Benares, the holy city on the 
3anges 
Still others went ouly to 


Darjeeliug, on the southern -slope of 
he Himalayas, to see the sun rise on 
Mount Everest. 
Aud a special party 


of 120 went to all these places by 
special train and visited en route those 
cities of grimly heroic memory, Delhi 
and Cawupore and JLucknow. Then 
all came together again at Calcutta 
aud took ship for Rangoon and its 
matchless Shwe Dagon pagoda. 


The next port was Singapore—the 


iair-way bouse to the Farthest East, 
.he cross-roads of the ocean highways!, 
with its peoples of every race under 
tbe «un. Then, a degree soutuward, 
•bey crossed the Equator and passed 
on to Batavia. where they sojourned 
with tbe genial little Malays of Java 
—and did not 
drink Java coflee. 


Northward again across the line and 
hen northeastward, the Cleveland 
iiught up tbe trail or Dewey and 
steamed into Manila Day, where tbe 
party was met at sea by tbe famous 
JouBtahulary Band, playing the music 
of the homeland. 


It was Christmas Eve when the 


Cleveland 
went out of the bay, so 


.'hriatujas wus spent in the China Sea 
on Ihe way lo Hongkong. While the 
'hip lay at anchor here, the party 
wtnt in river boats up to Canton and 


the heartiest of welcomed 


from an innumerable multitude wf 
CblueM gathered ou tbe oler, wlibibe 
flag of their new republic waving 
everywhere. Back again to Hongkong 
aud acrvw the Chluese Sea, tbe party 
celebrated New Year'e Day with the 
Japanese at Nagasaki. 


In Japan, where 
two delightful 


weeks were spent, tbe parly agaiu 
divided. Some went iu special trains 
across Japan ;»ou»e went independent- 
ly ou regular tiaiue;aud the others 
contented themselves with the cities 
of Kobe, Naia, Kioto, Yokohama, 
Tokio and Nikko. Theu the Cleveland 
put to sea with its prow pointed to- 
ward Honolulu aud home. 


The ci uise has had the great good 


fortune to make the circuit of the 
globe without accident to the ship aud 
without picking up iulectious diseases 
that cause quarantine trouble There 
were two deaths at sea, one of -which 
was due to chronic ailment and tlie 
other was suicidal. The latter wae» 
tbe case of an elderly lady who sprang 
overboard into the sea between riurna 
tra aud Borneo 
Another of the pas- 


sengers—Mr. Marcus Jordan, ot Balti 
more—dived from one of the upper 
decks aud held the floating body uu- 
til the life boat reached the spot but 
tbe uufortuuate womau could not be 
resuscitated 


Tula cruise has agaiu demonstrated 


tbe fact that this it Ihe easiest aud 
most comfortable of all ways in which 
lo girdle the earth. The passengers 
have bad their floating hotel all tbe 
way around, with no inconveniences 
about baggage aud customs. They 
have beeu most of the time iu the 
company of friends aud acquaintances 
They have hid their special euteitaiu- 
meats aud lectures aud musicals and 
dances to enliven the tedium of long 
fetrelches of water, Aud they have 
baa, from start to finish, the skilled 
serv'ces of a large stan" of men who 
knew just what to do before reaching 
each uorl and who had the facilities 
afloat aud ashore lo meet all emergen- 
cies. 


Au innovation in the way of ship- 


board entertainments was introduced 
while the Cleveland was iu the Japan 
Sea. Six of the younger women pas- 
sengers con sen ted to allow themselves 
to be the victims of a men's hair tires 
sing contest. 


Judges were appointed, sud the six 


girls, like Melisaude, let loose the 
flowing glory of their tresses, not 
from mullioned window, but over the 
backs of deck chairs. At a signal the 
six mere men competitors began to 
dress their victim's hair iu any style 
they thought best. Time taken in pei- 
Ibrmiug the operation and artistic re- 
suits were considered by the judges, 
and the prize was awarded to Ueorge 
ijullock of St. Louis, who perpetrated 
a coiffure ou the bead of Miss Sophie 
•YlcCowan. a laughing-eyed, charming 
little American who has lived most ot 
her life HI Switzerland. 


Before arriving at a port the oas- 


seugers were 
entertained by 
Dr. 


Hough, who gave lectures, illustrated j 
with lantern elides aud moving pic- 
tures, ou tbe countries they were about 
to visit. These lectures were always 
well attended, as the tourists found 
them not ouly instructive, but useful 
iu giving them information as to where 
to go aud what to see. 


Strangely enough, Dan Cupid either 


was not very busy during the voyage 
or else covered up his schemes so well 
that they have not yet been discover- 
ed. 
But one engagement became 


known duriug the trip, and that was 
not officially announced, but Louis R. 
Wallace, from Arizona, and Miss Alice 
Peudergast of Bostou both lett the 
Cleveland at Honolulu, aud the few 
who were let iuto the secret did not 
deny that tbe couple were married in 
the Hawaiian port.

Full program was printed 
ia a recent issue. 


The first session of the farmers' in 


stitute at East Berlin met in Red 
Men's Hall Monday at 1.30 o'clock 
The presiding officer aws A. I. Weld 
ner of Arendtsville, and H. E. Serff 
of East Berlin, secretary. After pray 
€i by Rev. W. H. Miller, the first topic 
""Wheat Raising to Increase Yields,' 
was discussed by Prof. Frank Menges 
He spoke very forcibly on the subjec 
sayins that wheat is the main crop 
the farmer has to depend on to make 
money, and that it does not cost any 
more to raise 30 bu. to the acre than 
rt does to raise 15. and there is al 
ways a ready market for all they can 
raise. 


The next topic taken up was "The 


Management of Home Orchards," am 
•was discussed by W. L. Arney. He 
said most orchards through the coun 
t^y are just the places for breeding 
The San Jose Scale, and such orchards 
do not earn their salt. Such orchards 
however, can be restored by a little 
•work and care; that is if the trees are 
worth restoring. He told how to prune 
the trees, and to hold water in the or 
chard, 
ay 
cultivating 
it. Crimson 


clover is a very good .plant to sow in 
the orchard, to make humous, and to 
keep mulch around the trees straw anc 
manure is used. He said the scale is 
•carried over the country by the spar 
row and the wind. The question was 
asked, "How deep should the orchard 
be plowed? Mr. Arney said not over 
4 inches, and if the orchard can be 
•cultivated with a disc harrow you 
should not plow at all. 


Institute adjourned to meet at 7.30 
p. in. 


The institute was opened by an ad 


•dress of welcome by Prof. J. W. Buch 
er, principal of the high school. This 
.address was to have been delivered at 
the afternoon session but the professor 
not being able to attend, it was post- 
poned for the evening • session. 
The 


professor in his usual pleasing anc 
attractive manner gave a very goot 
t£lk, which was appreciated by all 
The response was given by D. E. Mur- 
ray. 


The first subject of the evening 


-was then taken up, ''The Conservation 
01 our Boys and Girls," by Miss Sara 
Philip Thomas . Miss Thomas handl- 
ed the subject with great ability. She 
spoke of the conservation of water for 
irrigation, and that the conservation 
of our boys and girls was more import- 
ant. 


This was followed by a duet bv Miss 


Fannie and Grace Bushey with Miss 
Nora Bubb as accompanist, which was 
enjoyed so much that they were com 
pel led to respond to an encore. 


D. E. Murray then took up the next 


subject, "Insect Life." He said that 
millions of dollars worth of fruit have 
befin destroyed in Pennsylvania by the 
San Jose Scale. The codling moth 
which comes through York and Adam; 
counties by the later part of May is 
also very destructive. He also de- 
scribed the different species of butter- 
Hiss, telling how to tell the difference 
between a moth and a buterfly. The 
potato bug and blight were also dis- 
cussed. The beetle which works in- 
side the stem of the potato can only 
be destroyed by burning the stalks. 


County Superintendent Roth was 


present and gave a short talk on "Edu 
«a!ion and Agriculture as Taught in 
the Rural Schools." Prof. Menges then 
asked the local committee to see the 
farmers and get them to bring spec! 
mons of corn, potatoes and apples to 
the institute. Institute then adjourn- 
«d to meet Tuesday morning at 9 
o'clock. 


Institute was called to order by the 


•chairman and the first was a query, 
• How to Get Rid of the Hessian Fly?" 
referred to Prof. Menges. 
He said 


there are six broods of the Hessian 
Fly in one summer, and to get rid of 
them is to plow the stubble field after 
harvest, cultivate it and sow your 
grass seed about the 10th of August or 
the 1st of September. The next query 
•was. "How to Get Rid of the Ground 
Hog?" which was discussed by D. E. 
Murray 
and 
Prof. 
Menges. Their 


method was by trapping them. 


The first topic of the 
morning, 


"Spraying and Spraying Materials," 
was tnen taken up by L. W. Arney. 
He said lime and sulphur may be all 
right, the formula for making is 1 part 
lime. 2 parts flour of sulphur and 1 
part water. He also said the trees 
should be sprayed with arsenate of 
lead when two-thirds of the petals are 
off of the blossoms. 


The next subject, "Maintenance of 


Soil Fertility, and Moisture." was dis- 
cussed by Prof. Menges. He gave the 
farmers some good advice as to main- 
taining the moisture and fertility of 
the soil. His talk was appreciated by 
all present. Institute then adjourneri 
lo meet at 1.30. 


The afternoon session of institute 


was called to order by the chairman. 
First in order was the answering of 
queries. The flrst query, "What is 
Root Gape?" was answered by D. E. 
Murray. 
The second query. "What 


"Would You Plant, One or Two Year 
Old Trees?" answered by D. E. Mur- 
ray. Tne third query, "How Old Are 
the San Jose Scale When They Begin 
to Bear?" referred to L. W. Arney; 
not being present Mr. Murray answer 
pd the question. 


The flrst subject, "Restoring the 


Farm Orchard." was discussed toy D. 
E. Murray. His method was to break 
the sod the beat you can and then plow 
six or seven inches deep and row grass 
seed. 
This was followed by the next sub- 


ject, "PractiCTl Helps and Useful Sug- 
gestions." by Miss Sara Philips Thom- 
as, who gave a few hints on cooking 
economy In the home. She also de- 
scribed the flrcless cooker, the vacuum 
cleaner, and other appliances which 
are labor saving for the housewife. 
An opportunity was then given by the 


chairman to ask her any questions. 
After this the subject, 'Farm Ethics/' 
was then discussed by L. W. Arney. 
Miss Thomas made a few remarks ou 
the subject Prof. Meuges then fare a. 
short talk on "Corn Breeding." Miss 
Thomas again followed by a talk on 
"The Workshop of Our Kitchen and 
Sanitation in the Home." 
Institute 


tiien adjourned to meet In the lecture 
room of the Lutheran church at 7 p 
in., the hall being too small to accom 
modate the large crowds. 


Tuesday evening the institute was 


opened with a violin solo by G. C. Dex- 
ter, with Miss Annie March, at the or- 
atan. Queries then 
followed. First 


"What is the best method to rid the 
farm of garlic, wild carrot and Cana 
da tbistles?" Prof. Menges answered 
it by saying that a good fanner wll 
not have garlic and wild carrot, and 
as for Canada thistle which is harder 
to get rid of, he said plow the patch 
and sow very heavily with tlmolhy 
seed. The next query, "Does cheat so 
commonly found in wheat germinate 
from a seed or how does it germi- 
nate?'' referred to Prof. Menges. 


The flrst topic for the evening. "Our 


Birds." was discussed by D. E. Murray. 
Mr. Murray handled the subject as II 
he knew something about it. He de- 
scribed the habits of birds and also 
mentioned those which are friends to 
the farmer. 


Prof. Menges then held the large 


audience almost spell bound for an 
hour or more with his address on the 
"Necessity of Education for the Farm- 
er." 
He said in any other profession 


or vocation, you must have an educa 
tion or training, but the farmer, oa 
whom all humanity depends for the 
food he eats, gets no education or 
training. He said every farmer should 
have a course in agricultural school. 
His talk was very much enjoyed. 


Mr. Deeter then favored the insti- 


tute with another selection on the vio- 
lin. 


The next subject, "Gleanings from 


Other Countries," by Miss Sara Philips 
Thomas, was enjoyed very much. Be- 
fore beginning her talk on the subject, 
she was requested to explain more ful- 
ly the flreless cooker, which she spoke 
of in the afternoon 
sassion, after 


which she took up her subject and 
gave a very interesting talk on her 
travels through Ireland. Norway and 
Sweden and Russia, describing the 
Habits and customs of the people, their 
houses and the beautiful and pictur- 
esque landscapes.

This. was the 
losing address of the Farmers' Insti 
tute held at East Berlin.
